“The first was caused by a 
fire and killed a-stoker. The second, 
at a quarter-past nino in the evening, 
blew the remainder of the factory to 
pieces, and hurled spectators and 
rescucrs in all directions—some 50 
and 100ft.— and destroyed eight 
factories, as well as whole streets of 
houses in the neighbourhood. “Tho 
shock was felt even at Essen, twenty 
miles away. Fifty or sixty workmen 
were killed, and 200 or more injured, 
of which thirty-eight were“ hopeless 
cases. The spectators were panic- 
stricken.

| Separated Milk v. Skim Milk, 

There is this difference, replying 
to “A. K. J.,” and everybody who 
| uses both qualities soon finds it out. 
Skimmed by hand milk has, and re- 
tains, its freshness, and keeps sweet 
for a time, whilst the particles of 
butter fat that remain in it help to 
nourish the animals that consume it. 
It is only- natural milk, very poor. 
Separated milk receives such a 
knocking about in the process that 
its very property, as poor milk, is 
destroyed. Separating by machinery 
leaves, in fact, little but the water 
of composition, and that in an almost 
| unfit state to give to animals—at 
| least to feed. upon As its 
value it would be dear at lid, per

| separated, and the farmer who takes 
his cream to a creamery needs al!

Seasonable Propagating. 
The leaves are now all fallen from 
currant and gooseberry bushes, and 
the stout young shoots of the last 
season's growth are firm and hard. 
| That is the condition for making cut- 
The earlier these are taken 
now the stronger will the shoots push 
| from them next spring. We begrudge 
| cutting black currants very much for 
this purpose,’ because it takes the 
| young wood,-which is the fruit-bear- 
ing wood for next season. A shoot 
or two here and there may not be 
missed, perhaps. Since the mite be 
gan to ravage the black-currant 
bushes so seriously, growers have 
taken to a new system of propagat- 
ing. Instead of aiming at bushes 
with one stem, they are putting in 
cuttings with a base or heel cut close 
back upon the old wood. At this 
base there are a number of semi 
dormant shoot buds. These will 
break up as suckers. As suckers 
clean from the ground they are wel 
comed and encouraged. ‘That is be 
cause they are to replace the older 
wood next year when that wood has 
borne buds which received the cruel 
attentions of the mite fly.
